Under the terms of a Deed of Trust executed July 23, 1973, administration of the 
Academic Pension Plan of The University of Alberta together with the assets and 
liabilities of the fund were transferred to Trustees of the Governors of The Uni- 
versity of Alberta effective January 1, 1973. For the time being the Trustees have 
decided to leave their funds and investments in trust with the University under the 
admininstration of an appointed Administrator. 


Financial Statements for the Academic Pension Plan Fund were prepared for the 
calendar year 1973, and therefore the Statement of Operations included in previous 
years as Statement H has been discontinued. 


Three Alberta Universities Capital Fund

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Report of the President 


Since this report is being written at the end of the third quarter of the 1974-75 fiscal year, 
one is aided by the acuity of hindsight in cautiously concluding that the 1973-74 year 
would appear to represent an upward turning point in the affairs of the University. 
However it must be emphasized that such conclusions are a product of the unsullied op- 
timism of a new President who did not take office until well after the end of the fiscal year 
under evaluation. 

Since our government grant is directly dependent on enrolment, the most obvious in- 
dicator of an upward trend is the significant increase in student count which occurred 
from 1972-73 to 1973-74. And it would appear that this increase is more than a short- 
lived perturbation since an even greater increase is shaping up for 1974-75. All of this is 
in consonance with national trends in university enrolments which are once again show- 
ing a Statistically significant positive slope. 

What to my mind is even more significant than the upward movement of enrolment is 
the progressively more constructive relation developing between our University and the 
provincial government. There is every sign that the government is becoming more sen- 
sitive to our legitimate needs, and more aware of the enormous contribution that the Un- 
iversity is capable of making to the future of Alberta. 

Over the next decade we will witness many profound changes in our society as we 
struggle to provide food and materials for an ever-increasing world population within the 
critical constraints of preserving the delicate eco-balance of our planet. To solve these 
problems what we now know willbe as nothing compared to what we must discover. New 
methods based on new knowledge will be required to deal successfully with the unfore- 
seen and the unforeseeable. Before we can begin to acquire such new knowledge we 
must thoroughly understand what is already known, including the highly sophisticated 
techniques now needed to penetrate the yet unknown. To do this we require the vast 
research and research-training functions of a great international university such as 
The University of Alberta. It is only through such creative research activities that we 
can learn to cope with change, and not be destroyed by it. 

For this province to survive as a successful social and political entity, this University 
must play an increasingly important role in the development of the province. We want to 
demonstrate to our government and to our people that their support of The University of 
Alberta is an investment which will be repaid many times over in the future. We will strive 
to develop with the government a constructive relationship directed toward making our 
full problem-solving capabilities available for the benefit of the province. 


As a new President, perhaps | may be permitted to end this report on a personal note. 
| have found my own developing interactions with government to be very satisfying. | 
feel confident that we are moving into a new era wherein this University will become a 
major resource to assist the government in developing policies and strategies for 
benefiting all Albertans. Certainly | will direct my own energies toward realizing this 
vital objective.
